Elba City Council's meeting centers

The Elba City Council hosted a 
public hearing Monday night to dis- 
cuss the plans for a new post office 
building in the city. Those in atten- 
dance heard Kerry G. Pfrimmer, 
from the Facilities Service Office in 
Atlanta say he did not want to put 
the post office on the 203 Bypass. 
He said the department was work 
ing closely with Elba Mayor James 
Grimes to tind a suitable location 
and preferred to lease the new facil- 
ity directly to the city if that is pos- 
sible. Expanding the present facility 
is not feasible, according to Mr 
Plrimmet 

Pfrimmer explained that the city 

ld borrow money cheaper than 
private citizens and therefore their 
rent would be cheaper during the 
20-year lease period. This would be 
a Win-Win Situation, said Pfrimmer 
Phe postal service expects to be in 
the new facility within about one 
yeur. While they already have the 
building plans, the site must be 
selected, environmental impact and 
hazardous materials studies done, 
land elevations determined and the 
building constructed 

The new post office will be about 
30% larger than the present facility, 
which is over 30 years old. It will 
also have more parking places 
Presently there are five customer 
parking places and the plan is to 
have at least 20. There will also be 
25 to 30 spaces for postal employee 
parking and post office vehicles. 
There are at present 530 post office 
boxes while the new facility will 
have room for about 400 more

Five of Missing Six identified by DFS 


Saturday morning (approximately 
3:15 a.m.), May 8, leaving a night- 
club in Opp, Al. No trace of them 
had been found with numerous law 
enforcement agencies and family 
members searching along possible 
routes of their travel home. 

The bridge over Pea River on AL 
Hwy. 134 in the southern portion of 
Coffee County was one of the first 
places checked by both family 
members and authorities with no 
indications found that a tragic acci- 
dent had occurred. However, a 
search of the site on September 29 
by scuba divers resulted in the dis- 
covery of the missing car and after 
more than 3 hours, the vehicle was 
brought up on the bank of the river. 

The car was taken to the forensic 
lab in Montgomery where the iden- 
fication process took place. 

A final determination of the 
cause and manner of death in the 
five identified bodies is pending 
conclusion of toxicology and inves- 
tigative analysis. 


Constitutional Amendment election 
still being analyzed by many 


The “lottery election” as some 
called it has come and gone ¢ or at 
least for the present time. 

Political and election analysts 
have looked at the vote and have 
tried to determine what went wrong 
or as some would quickly contend 
what went right 

In reviewing the Constitutional 
Amendment election held just over 
two weeks ago on Tuesday, Octo 
ber 12, it should be pointed out that 
two other amendments were on the 
ballot but seem to have been over 
shadowed by the educational lot 
tery question 

The other two constitutional 
amendments dealt with the super 
numerary system and the elected 
city boards of education 

In statewide voting, the first 
amendment dealing with the educa 
tion lottery was defeated, the sec 
ond amendment which was to 
phase out the supernumerary sys 
tem passed, and the third amend- 
ment passed which will allow a 


municipality with a city board of 


education, through a local legisla 
live act, to hold a referendum elec 
tion regarding changing from an 
appointed board to an elected 
board 

Countywide, Colfee County vot 
ers went with the state; however, 
this was not the case in all the 
municipalities and local precinets 

On amendment one (lottery), five 
of the rural precincts favored the 
lotlery; Elba, Enterprise, and Kin 


ston voters opposed the lottery: and 
voling precincts in New Brockton 
favored the lottery by a slim mar- 
gin, Absentee voters also voted no 

On the second amendment 
(supernumeraries), 19 Of the 36 
voting precinets favored phasing 
out the supernumerary system. This 
was a moot question in Coftee 
County since a local amendment to 
the Alabama Constitution of 190] 
phasing out the supernumerary sys 
tem was passed overwhelmingly 
(6,878 (0 2383) in November 1998 

On the third amendment dealing 
with the election of city board of 
education members, the voters in 
the cities of Elba and Enterprise, 
Which both presently have an 
appointed board, passed it with a 
decisive vote. Voters in the rural 
precinets with the exception of two 
(Newbia and Pine Level) approved 
amendment three. The members of 
the Coffee County Board of Educa 
tion are elected

Natural Gas rates increase 


After 22 months without a 
change in rates, The Southeast 
Alabama Gas District's Board ot 
Directors adopted new customer 
rates at their regularly scheduled 
Oct. 21 board meeting. The Dis 
trict’S service rates to customers 
will be increased by 2.5 cents per 
hundred cubic feet (Ccf) effective 
Oct. 21 for all classes of service 
except Industrial Interruptible 
Industrial Interruptible rates will be 
effective Nov. 1, and will increase 
25 cents per thousand cubic feet 
(Mcf).

Firms Announce Recall of 
Flammable Spray String 


In cooperation with the U.S 
Consumer Product Safety Commis 
sion (CPSC), three firms, Stelex 
Enterprises Inc., of Los Angeles, 

Calif.; Major Import, of Whittier, 
Calif.; and LeSa Yang Family Lid, 
of Diamond Bar, Calif., are recall 
ing about 912,000 cans of spray 
string sold under the names “Crazy 
Ribbon” and “Crazy String.” These 
spray strings’ propellant is extreme 
ly flammable, creating a serious 
risk of burn injuries when sprayed 
near an open flame, such as birth- 
day candles, Flammable products 
intended for use by children are 
banned by federal law. 

CPSC is aware of at least one 
report of a burn injury resulting 
from the use of these spray strings 
An I|1-year-old boy suffered seri 
ous burns during his 

birthday party that left permanent 
sears. Crazy Ribbon sprays strings 
of various colors, and comes in a 
round metal spray can about 6.5 
inches high, The can is silver with a 
plastic cap that matches the color 
of the spray string. Depictions of

threatened, 

He said as long as you do not 
bother or intimidate the bee, it will 
usually leave you alone 

But, in the chance you are stung 
by a bee, Boblenz said there is a 
simple solution to removing the 
stingel 

“If a bee stings you, the best way 
to get the stinger is to serap it off.” 
Mrs. Boblenz said. “And, it is best 
to go ahead and kill the bee because 
itis going to die anyway after sting 
ing you.” 

And, the Boblenz’s said that 
swelling is a normal reaction to a 
bee sting. Other reactions to look 
for if you are allergic to bee stings 
are itching, shortness of breath and 
nausea. 

“You can choose the type of bees 
you want to keep.” Boblenz said 
“Personally, we look for bees that 
are gentle in nature. If they are not 
gentle, | don’t want them.” 

He said he also buys bees that are 
hygienic with a clean honey pro- 
duction, and he has enjoyed experi 
menting with the various types of 
bees through these few years. 

“Anyone can be a beekeeper as 
long as they have a neighbor that 
doesn’t have an objection,” Boblenz 
said, “They are easy to manage as 
long as you put the hive somewhere 
where they won't be bothered by 
animals or humans. 

He said bees are even raised in 
large cities on rooftops where the 
bees and the humans can go on 
about their business without ever 
bothering one another 

Boblenz said the best suggestion 
he has for someone interested in

becoming a beekeeper is to either 
call the Coffee County Extension 
Office or come to a Wiregrass Bee 
keepers Meeting 

Boblenz was very appreciative of 
the county extension agents and 
said they are always willing to 
answer your question or find the 
answer lor you 

And, he said the Wiregrass Bee 
keepers meet on the second Tues 
day of each month at the Houston 
County Farm Center in Dothan, and 
the public ts always invited 

“Tl would love to see more people 
involved with beekeeping,” Boblenz 
said, “Bees are very important to 
our environment, and we must work 
to help keep them here.”

Shelby gets funding passed for 
Alabama agriculture

then goes to President Clinton to be 
signed into law, Included in the bill 
are specific projects earmarked for

\ppropriations bill goes a long way 
toward helping America and Alaba 
ma’s farmers during this time of 
agricultural crisis. | am very 
pleased that my colleagues agreed 
to honor my requests for funding in 
the Fiscal Year 2000 Agriculture 
Appropriations bill. These projects 
are very important to ensure that 
Alabama maintains its prominent 
role in agriculture industries such as 
catfish, cotton and peanuts, and 
continues to succeed as a top pro 
ducer in these and other industries 

“The worldwide increase in the 
demand for fish has made aquacul- 
ture the most rapidly expanding 


agriculture enterprise in the United 
States, Farm-raised catfish are a 
500 million-dollar lustyy in 
Alabama, Arkansas, Louisiana, and 
Mississippi. While the industry has 
CHOFrMOUS potential for increased 
growth, expansion is greatly ham 
pered by infectious diseases which 
affect farm-raised catfish each year 
In fact, such diseases claim as much 
as 50 percent of euch year’s catfish 
crop, Ultimately, eradication of 
infectious diseases is essential to 
the future of the catfish industry,” 

Shelby worked to include

safety and detection systems 
research to be conducted at Auburn 
University

research performed at Auburn,”
